INQUIRY, 


: Sia Cron eae, 

At the Magistracy yesterday afternoon My. 
H. H. J. Gompertz opened aninquiry into tho 
cause of the firo which occurred in a godown at 
No. 325, Des Vooux, Road Wost, on the 9th 
instant. Myr, Hursthouso (of Messrs Dennys 
and Bowley’s office) appearad on behalf of fonr 
Insurance Companies, also on behalf of the 
Police. Mr. Hustings represented Mr. Ho Li 
Cho, who is the ownbr of certain goods in the 


these inquiries, somo of the witnesses had turn. 
ed out to, bo hostile, aud had to be subpoenaed for 
examination. The goduwn in question is a 
smiall one extending about 25 or 3t feot back 
from the road, and is 10 or 12 foctin width. It 
consists of only ‘the ground floor. of the 
premises. The first floor ‘is inhabited 
by various persons, and their entrance to 
their fint did not necoasitate them guing 


a number of people were sleeping on. the first 
floor, ‘The story goes that some of them were 
awnkened by a noise which sounded us if some- 
body were knocking against the floor on which 
they were sleeping. One of the party got up 
and openad a trap door showing into-the go- 
‘down, Looking through this he saw smoke 
and flames beloy, He alarmed the others, nnd 
tho whole of the. people on the floor easily made 
their escape. Tho fire was contined to the 
back part of the shop, where « portion of a 
window anda few cases of goods, were burnt. 
There were no signs of the flimies having burnt 
the ceiling, In the godown wore ‘planks 
running longitudinally along the floor sbout 
two feot apart, The cases of goods were ranged

about four inches between the cases and the

these cases the Police found a small kerosene 
lamp in a very peculinr position, Tt was about 
a yard under the case; the burner and the 
reflector were off, and the wick was purtially 
hanging out. Another peculiar cireumstance in 
connection with it was, that althouzh the case 
under which the lamp was found was slightly 
burat, there was uo truce of fire near the place 
whore the lamp was picked up. A bottle smel- 
ing strongly of kerosene was found under the 
staircaso to the first floor. A. large polo was 
also found reaching up to the rafters of the 
ceiling. With regard to the noise heard by 
inhabitants of the first floor, I submit that that 
noiso may have been made by the pole in 
question, The goods in the godown belong to 
a man named Ho Li-Gho, and so far as can be 
ascertained, the insurances tre effected in the 
name of the Chinese Engineering and Mining 
Company.

THE “NIGRETIA” CASE, 


The decision. given by Mr. Douglas in 
HB. M.'s Potice Court on the 14th inst. is of 
wide interest to tho shipping community at the 
present time, Tho point at issue was extremal 
simple. On arriving in Shanghai last woe 
‘Captain Harrison of tho str. Viyretia informed 
his ship’s company that.the destination of the 
vessel with its cargo of cases uf kerosene oil 
was to bo Viadivostock, Thereupon the entiro 
white crew, including the deck and engino-room 
officers, declared that they would proceed ‘no 
further. They had signed on the articles on 
the 16th. Docember, 1903, nearly two months 
before the outbreak of the war, and they had 
not contemplated the risk of entoring the port 
of a belligerent: power. They ‘conceded that 
there was no actual blockude of Vladivostock 
yet proclaimed, but protested:that the entrance 
to the. harbour. was #0 dangerous from floating 
and uncharted mines that thoy wore justified in 
refusing to risk their lives im ‘attempting to 
enter it. Othor objections were raised but only 
incidentally, and it was not soriously contended 
that the Nigretia.was carrying cargo other than 
that which appeared in her papers, or that this 
constituted contraband, : 

Tt was in this latter partiou'ar that the 
Shanghai case differed materially from that 
decided by Capt. L, Barnos-Lawrence (Marine 
Magistrate. at Hongkong) juet a month ago. 
Captain Lawrence - excused the crew of the 
steamer Salfordia from obeying tho order of 
her master to proceed to Viadivostock, but ono 
of the reasons he gave for his decision was thot 
“the crew were not informed when thoy tigned 
tho articles thut the vessel was carrying con- 
traband,” He mentiened also that “ should 
Viadivostock be again’ bombarded, and. this 
vessel be within its harbour at the time, danger 
to life may reasonably. be apprehended,” but 
although a/similar contention was put: forward 
on behulfof the defendents ut Shanghai it failed 
to carry weight with Mr. Douglas. : 

Sympathy will undoubtedly go ont to the men 
who have been ordered to take oxcoptional risks 
for which they did not bargain, ‘They are brave 
mon probably, as’ sailors indeed must ba, but 
they havo wives and families to think of ‘too. 
Prom their attitude in Court we gathered that 
several will profor imprisonment 1o proceeding 
on go dangerous a voyage. Though the decision 
may be strictly defended in lav, it is distinetly 
against the equity of the case, for it haa been 
unhappily proved by experionce that the perils 
from minesin the neighbéurhood of Viudivo- 
stock have not-been exaggerated —N.-C. Daily

The great snecess of the second issue of ‘the | 
Japanese Six per Cent. loan, which has boon 
subseribed neatly fourteen times over, is, no 
doubt, due partly. to its '‘ cheapness.” Cheap 
it cortainly is, that is to say, owing to the war 
the subseribors who get allotments will huve 
had the opportunity of obtaining u Japanese 
Government seourity at a price materially below 
what they'would have to pay in. time of peace, 
War is the wisely courageous investor's chance, 
Tn our own case capitalists overywhore had 
dnring the Boer war and for some time af tore 
wards ‘opportunities, of which they availed 
thomsclyes froely, of ‘sceuring " short.” British 
Government socurities at prices which yielded 
the buyor 4 to 5 per’ eent. during their 
currency. It need hordly bo said that this does 
not represent the cradit,of the British Govern- 
ment over a long poriod and in normal timos. 
Japan is now paying 34 to + por cont, more 
for the temporary accommodation she needs 
during tho war than sho would, probably, have 
to pay for a logn in time of poace. Most. people 
have hitherto underrated the financial resources 
of Japan as mach as they underrated her mili- 
tary power, and even the mugnitude of her 
population, which is larger than our own, ‘Tho 
mistake was uatural; overy “new! country (und 
Japan ja new a8 a country which has adopted 
some, Western ideas) has to “make its proofs” 
whan it appears before the world as a Power in 
the diplomatic sonso.
